'40 years ago, containing about $18,000 worth 
of gold and silver, was dug up by the man | 
who had helped to bury it in 1860. This was | 
but a tithe of the treasure that the Kwa- 
sind sought. On another island, south of | 
the one where the $18,009 chest was found, | 
over 34,000,000 in gold, silver and jewels was | 
buried by the captain of a ship that brought | 
cargoes of slaves to this country and at 
times engaged in piracy. 


Who Got the 


Pirate Hoard? 


This captain was a Philadelphian. His 
descendants and relatives are now promi- 
nent in the society of that city. The Kwa- 
isind party believe that the great treasure | 
‘they sought hud been’ moved within half a'! 
duzen years. They think the descendants 
of the old Philade!phia captain must have | 
fitted out an expedition, found the island | 
and recovered the loot. 

The Kwasind was formerly ‘the Sandy 
Hook pilot boat Elbridge T. Gerry. She is | 
stanch, fast and safe. She is but 78 feet long, | 
21 feet beam, draws 11 feet and her | 
ionnage is only 6. | 

She is owned by L. F. Beckenstein, a rich 
clubman of Baltimore; FE. P. Haring of Cin- 
cinnati and Charles Spenny of Columbus, | 
O. ‘These men are ali wealthy. Mr. Spen- 
ny is secretary of the Ohio Debenture Co. 
and of the Wvyandottte Saving and Trust 
Co. of Columbus. 

Capt. B. W. Henderson of Cincinnati sug- 
gested the trip. He is a Pennsylvanian by | 
birth. Whena boy he ran away to sea and 
eventually found himself on a slaver, ac- 
cording to the story he told Capt. Horton 


during 


the long voyage of the Kwasind. 
The slaver was nameless and never carried 
ship’s papers, as she could not enter any 
civilized port except surreptitiously. She 
shipped cargoes of negroes on the West 
African coast and brought them to this 
country. 

“I Know,’ said Capt. 
of the gold that was buried came out of 
churches along the-coast of Spain. Then 
there was gold and silver that came out of 
Spanish ships, and diamonds, pearls and 
other precious stones that were taken from 
many towns in countries along the South 
Atlantic: 

“The ship that Flenderson was in got into 
trouble near the line (equator) on the west 
coast of Africa. The captain died, probably 
of violence. There was no navigator. The 
crew deserted and fired the ship. Any man- 
of-war could hang them all without a trial 
had they been caught. There were twd 
boatloads of them and they took the loot 
ashore, They fought among themselves and 
soon less than half were living. They kept 
on dying .from one cause or another, and 
finally when the rescue came only two men 
were left, Henderson and another man.

pital in March, 1898. Before he died he made 
confession to a priest, told of the buried 
treasure and said that his papers, including 
a chart showing where the loot had been 
buried, had been stolen

The City of Syracuse having to pay off a debt of $1,000,000 
proposed to issue $1,000,000 4 per cent bonds. It appeared that 
such an issue would net considerably more than the sum 
required. because of the premium. A _ citizen got out 
an injunction restraining the city from issuing more bonds 
then were needed to pay the debt. Accordingly $915,000 were 
Bold and the debt paid. 
The good citizen (no irony here) thereupon. petitioned the 
Court for a special allowance to cover the expenses of the 
injunction proceeding, which amounted to something more 
than $1000. 

The court allowed him $750, saying that “‘inasmuch as his

@ taxpayer dees prevent waste of the public funds, he should 
be protected from loss by means of a reasonable allowance.
